Washington, April 28.—This was

(Applause on the republican side.) 
He has been criticised here for an 
•act which for daring of conception 
and execution ranks with the great- 
est feats of arms—he captured the 
new George Washington—Aguinal- 
do.» 


If another had accomplished what 


General Funston did, he said, the 
democrats would have 
made him 


their candidate for president. He 
called attention to the fact that his 
promotion had been recommended tiy 


• General Wheat on and General Mac- 
Arthur, both soldiers of the civil war, 
soldiers who knew more of war and 
the rules of war .than all the poli- 
ticians in this country combined. 
"And his commission," he added, 
"was signed "by the greatest presi- 
dent we have ever had—the soldier, 
statesman, and martyr, William Mc- 
Kinley." 
(Applause.) 


uffr. Feely (of Illinois) 
submitted 


some remarks in support of the con- 
tention that the laws of neutrality 
were toeing violated ."by this govern- 
ment in allowing the shipment of 
mules and "horses to South Africa for 
use by the British against the Boer 
republics. 


He said that public sentiment in 


the United States favored the cause 
of the Boers and insisted that neither 
secretly nor openly should our gov- 
ernment extend aid to the British. 
Mr. Feeley and Mr. tKllett (of Mass- 
achusetts) clashed upon the inter- 
pretation of the treaty of Washington 
which bound the United States and 
England as to what constitutes war 
materials. 


SIBLEY HAKES SMITE. 


Mi'. Sibley (of Pennylvania) 
fol- 


. lowed with a bitter denunciation of 


Gen. 
Jacob Smith. He said lie had 


always defended the course of the 
administration and had believed in 
expansion, but when it came to orders 
such as had been issued by General 
Smith, humanity 
seemed to have 


marched backward. "I have heard 
of Timor the Tartar and of the Sara- 
cen scourge, but, thank God, it took 
eighteen centuries after Calvary to 
produce a General Smith." 


He declared that General Smith 


should be discharged in disgrace. 
"He admits he issued the orders to 
make Snmar n howling wilderness," 
said Mr. Sibley, "and to kill all over 
ten years of age. Such a man should 
not be permitted to stay in the army 
until the sun goes down. He is a 
disgrace not only to himself, but to 
every man who wears the uniform of 
ibis country. 
Wo man can justify 


such orders, no matter how adroit 
may be tin, plea of his lawyers and 
defenders. He admits he issued the 
orders and I hope 
there is enough 


courage, patriotism! and Christianity 
at the other end of the avenue to see 
that he is stripped of his uniform 
within forty-eight hours." 


Mr. Sibley was vigorously 


plauded by the democrats and some 
of the republicans. 


Mr. Williams (Mississippi) heartily 


endorsed Mr. 'Sibley's onslaught upon 
General Smith, whom he described as 
a "brute in uniform."

, avoided. I agree with the gentleman 


from Pjuusylvauia that there can b 


no justification for a civilized man 
to issue an order to lay waste a whole 
country and kill everybody, includ- 
ing' children over ten years of age. 


IN THE SENATE. 


Washington, April 28.—When th< 


senate convened today Mr. Harris 
of Kansas, presented the following 
telegram he had received from th 
Kansas Millers association: '-"Kan 
sas millers, on account of foreign 
discriminations, with the best wheai 
in the world at their door, are no I 
producing over one-third of theii 
full capacity. Unless your commit 
tee on foreign relations can give us 
•elief 
through 
reciprocal conces- 


sions, placing our millers on an equaJ 
jasis with foreign mills, many 
ol 


our mills will shut down indefinitely 
and some of them will .be forced to 
the wall. In our distress we look 
to our senators for relief." 


The telegram was referred to the 


committee on foreign relations. 


At his own request Mr. Carmack, 


of Tennessee, was excused from ser- 
vice on the committee on education 
and labor. 


The oleomargarine bill, as it came 


'rom the house, was taken up and 
JTr. Culbertson, of Texas, moved that 
t be referred to the 'Committee on 
igriculture.

STRIKE OF SINGER MEN ENDED. 


South Bend, Ind., April .29.—The 


great strike of the Singer Manufac- 
turing company is ended. The 1,750 
employes of the 
sewing machine 


works went back to work yesterday 
after being out ten 
weeks. 
They 


struck for an advance of 2Ji> cents 
an hour in wages and demanded that 
Manager Pine sign a contract agree- 
ing to their demand. He refused to 
do this, but promised to raise the 


g«s as he saw fit. Last week 500 


of the men returned to work and Mr. 
Pine did as he agreed, in many cases 
raising the wages 5 cents an hour. 
He refused, however, to again employ 
many of his oldest men because they 
liad been leaders in the strike.

"Is it true," he was asked, "that

ea, was guilty of such acts as have 
teen attributed to bur troops in the 
*hilippincs?"

leard of its ever killing1 or hurting a 
iidn-combatant,"

"My associations with the Filipi- 


nos," he continued, "led me to be- 
ieve that they -are not a malevolent 
ieople. They are responsive to kind 
iiethods, and appreciate .them, and 
heir general expressions to me were 
hat they should love to be -citizens 
f the United States, if they can be 
quals of the Americans, "but they 
o not want to be connected with any 
government where they will be re- 
garded as inferiors." 


•'In your opinion," he was asked, 
can the United 
States assimilate 


he Filipinos without exterminating 
them?" 


"With the exception of a few lo- 


salities peace and quiet and order 
exist in the Philippines now, quite 
up to the standard of our own terri- 
ories, and I am convinced this con- 
dition -will be universal throughout 
;hese islands in a veiy short time. 


"Americans will go there because 
hey find advantages that are of- 
!ered by few countries and in a few 
years they will be" the controlling 
element in those islands." 


HAM SANDWICH TEN CENTS. 


Chicago. April 29.—For the first 


time in many years in this city a 
cash outlay of 10 cents is necessary 
for the acquirement of one ham sand- 
wich. The price has been 5 cents, 
but the restaurants have put up the 
valuation because of the prices they 
are compelled to pay for meat.

SENATOR SNOW'S ACCOUNT. 
"Mr. W. D. Snow, United States 


senator from 'Arkansas, furnished 
the following particulars: 


" 'On the morning of the 27th, 


about 3 o'clock, I was awakened by 
a sensible tremor or shudder passing 
over tb« boat, but heard no explo-

" 'The 
Sultana, contained 7,175 


souls. The density with which she 
was packed had awakened my curi- 
osity and I went to the clerk and 
looked over his certificates and 'books 
before 
retiring. 
These included 


eighty-five hands employed on tbe 
boat. There were some females be- 
sides a few children. The bulk of 
the passengers were returned pris- 
oners 
from Andersonville, which 


place they had left Pebruary 17th. 
Among them was the remnant at 
that point of the prisoners captured 
at Chickamauga and 
Gettysburg. 


They numbered 1966 men and 36 
officers. 
A large number of horses 


were on the boat, which, provident- 
ially "became unresisting victims to 
the flames. Had they broken loose 
the fate of the swimmers would have 
been determined within 20O yards of 
the boat. As far as can be estimated 
without other data than observation, 
between 200 and 300 reached the 
bank, while about an equal number 
floated down the stream on doors and 
furniture. A dense mass estimated 


follows: 


'In March, 1864, amongst a lot 


of correspondence captured from a 
confederate mail carrier on the Red 
river, was a letter dated Richmond, 
Va., January 19, and addressed by 
T- E. Courtenay to Colonel H. 
E. 


Clark, of the Seventh Missouri cav- 
alry C. S. army, in iwhich the writ- 
er spoke of certain 
torpedo inven- 


tions of'his own, and alluded to a bill 
to be presented to the confederate 
congress for the establishment of a 
secret service corps for the destruc- 
tion of the property of the enemy. 
One of these devices was the 'coal 
torpedo' which Lieutenant Baro.es, 
United States navy, in his book on 
'Submarine Warfare,' said 'appears 
to be a lump of coal but is a block of 
cast iron, with a core 
containing 


about ten pounds of powder.' When 
covered with a mixture of tar and 
coaldust, it was impossible to detect 
their 
character. 
They 
could be 


placed in coal piles or barges from 
which federal vessels took their sup- 
plies and exploded -with terrible ef- 
fect in their boilers. 
It was said 


that to this torpedo were traced a 
number of mysterious explosions, in- 
cluding the destruction of General 
Butler's 
headquarters' boat, -the 


Greyhound, on James river, Novem- 
ber 27, 1864.' 


THE GOVERNMENT'S VIEW. 
"The following copy of a telegram 


from the assistant secretary of the 
navy to General Halleck, indicates 
that the government was of the opin- 
ion that the wreck of the Sultana 
was due to a 'coal torpedo.'

Washington, April 39.—The senate 


committee on the Philippines today 
resumed 
the examination 
of wit- 


nesses in connection with the inves- 
tigation of affairs in the Philippine 
islands. Gen. Arthur 
MacArthur 


continued his examination. He ex- 
plained the Statement in his annual 
report of June 30, 1900, that "the 
United States had acquired sover- 
eignty by treaty and in a way owned 
the Philippine islands, but did not 


wn the Philippine people," by say- 


ing that these conclusions w«re 
reached after a conversation with an 
infinite number of people and ob- 
servation, and that they represented 
the bulk of the views of the nation- i 
alist party. He then, in response to 
questions by Senator Patterson, de- 
scribed the different towns embraced 
within the 'American lines on the 
night of February 5, 1899, when the 
outbreak occurred and identified what 
purported to be a copy of the order 
of •General Luna for the massacre of 
the foreign residents 
of Manila. 


Senator Patterson sought to show 
that it was not difficult to deceive 
Aguinaldo by forgery and referred to 
his capture by General 
Funston 


through a forged letter signed "La- 
cuna." 


WAS M'ARTHUR'S PLAN. 


General MacArthur, with consider- 


able emphasis, declared that General 
Funston was not responsible in any 
way for any of the methods which 
obtained in the capture of Aguinaldo. 
"I am responsible in that matter in 
every way and particular," said Gen- 
eral MacArthur. "It was one of the 
deceptions frequently 
practiced in 


war and whatever deception attaches 
thereto I take." 


With regard to the order for the 


Manila massacre General MacArthur, 
answering further questions by Sen- 
ator Patterson, said the order he saw 
was signed by Sandico and not by 
Luna. 
General MacArthur detailed 


the efforts made by him to ferret out 
Luna's connection with it. 


The witness could not recall a let- 


ter of General Reeves, who was the 
chief of police of Manila, in which 
he stated that he did not believe a 
massacre was intended, because it 
was entirely contrary to the manner 
in which the Filipinos had waged 
war in the past. 


Reverting to the Sandico 
order, 


Senator Patterson quoted from a re- 
port of Dr. F. C. Bourns, a surgeon 
in the United States army, as to how 
he came in possession of it through a 
Filipino, who made a copy of the 
original. The senator referred to a 
later statement by Dr. Bourns, to the 
effect that the Filipino might have 
"stretched thing's a little."

"1,. F. Truman, tha Erie engineer 


who was running the train 
which 


killed William Drum at Kingsland two 
weeks ago, has gained considerable 
notoriety by the number of fatalities 
with which he has been connected. 
Tint Truman has saved lives as well as 
taken them, and he is known as a 
careful, hut brave engineer. 
In Oc- 


tober, 1890, he was engineer on a train 
that was dashing through burning for- 
ests, near Lima, Ohio. Suddenly, just 
ahead of his train, the engineer saw a 
shower of sparks ascend heavenward, 
and It struck him that the bridge had 
gone down. Quick as thought he re- 
versed the lever, and working the en- 
gine ou sand, he brought his train to a 
standstill just in time to save 300 pas- 
sengers from going down into 
the 


river. At another time, while bis train 
was running along at the rate of sixty 
miles an hour, the driving rods on each 
side of the engine broke, killing his 
fireman and wrecking the cab. Tru- 
man fell unhurt to the engine deck, but 
the great rods as they whipped 
through the'cab, prevented him reach- 
ing the air brake. Taking his pocket- 
knife, he cut the air hose, allowing the 
.utomatic brake to check the train be- 
fore it was ditched by the crippled en- 
gine. In 1S8S, when he was pulling 
No. S. several burning box cars at Can- 
ton, 
Ohio, caused him to bring his 


train to a halt. It was important that 
lie should get his train through on 
lime, so he backed up several miles for 
a good start and passed the burning 
cars on the siding at such a rate, of 
speed as to almost blow the lire out. 
Truman Is considered one of the best 
runners on the road, and has estab- 
lished many records.

xamination. 
She may easily know 


lie alum powders, however, from the 
act that they arc" sold at from ten to 
wen-ty cents for'n pound tan, or that 
ome prise—like a spoon, or glass, or 
riece of crockery, or wooden ware— 
s given with the powder as an in 
ucement. 
As the people continue to realize 
he importance of this subject and 
onsuraers insist on having1 halting 
Dowdev of established name and char 
icter, and as the health authorities 
lontinue their vigorous crusades, the 
alum danger will, it is hoped, finally 
ie driven from our homes.

INTO A FREIGHT TRAIN. 


The excursion train was returning 


from Rome City with about 125 pas- 
sengers and it crashed into the side 
of freight train No. 23 at the south 
entrance of the Wallen siding, sis 
miles out from Fort "Wayne. The im- 
pact -was of sufficient force to upset 
the engine and four freight cars and 
to tilt the 'tender of the locomotive 
u<p at an angle of" about -45 degrees, 
but none of the passenger.cars left 
the rails, none were damaged and 
none of the passengers were injured. 
Engineer A. J- Nichols and Fireman 
W. Gallagher, however, were injured 
at this time, being compelled to jump 
from the cab to avnd what secmcc 
inevitable death were they to remain 
at their post.

brakes and reversing the engine, Mr, 
Nichols shouted to his fireman to 
jxtmp and he immediately followed 


The accident which resulted in th< 


injury to the others did not occur 
until a half hour after the collision 
At that time the engine which was 
bringing freight train No. 24 down 
from the north wes uncoupled fron 
its own train and hitched on to th 
rear car of the excursion train for 
the purpose of moving the cars sum 
ciently to take up the slack and R! 
low the removal of the coupling pin 
at the point of connection with th 
tender. The instant the cars movei 
the lower wheels of the tank sank 
deeper into the soft earth and th 
tender rolled over into the ditch, tak 
ing with it the combination baggag 
and smoker and the two following 
coaches. The fourth coach was save 
by its coupling breaking. 


THROWN IN A HEAP.

?o inside first so we started each of 
is with two husky Bedouins, I going 
irst. 
"We climbed up tlie side of the 
lyramid about one hundred feet to 
he entrance and then started in, one: 
Jedouin in front and one behind.! 
This is of solid rook and so low that i 
vou can't stand only a'bout half erecl. j 
The floor all the way is of highly

polished marble -and veiy slippery • 
vith little grooves to catch your foot: 


11 as you elide or -are pulled from one 
o the other according as the incline 
s up or down. Well the first dash 
ve went down, about 75 feet. Then 


'. don't know where we went, but 
.iiyhow I kept on going, sliding, 
uinbling. pulled up and down until 
ve finally arrived at what they call 
he king's dhamber or tomb. Well, 
! was ringing' wet,-sore all over, mad 
ind out of breath. It was the most 
ipnressive place I was ever in. I was 
n the middle of the pyramid. Then 
I looked back for the 
rest of the 


:ro\vd and tihey were not there, but I 
v.is and in the soup, too. Soon as 
hey found the rest was not coming 
hey tried to -hold 
me up. 
T5icy 


owed me a well in the corner where 


hey said an Englishman had dissp- 
leared and never been found 'because 
ie wouldn't give then backslieesh. 
When they come at me that strong 
I was ready to fight. So I said to 
'hem if you want to fight you go 
down and get eight more Bedouins 
nd bring them up and I'll lick the 


whole 'bunch of you. Now go ahead 
vifrh the show.

-Washington, 
April 
25.—At 2 ! 


o'clock this afternoon the Philippine • 
till was taken up in the senate and 
Mr. Carmack, of Tennessee, spoke 
against the measure- 


Mr. Carmack's speecfc was vigor- 


ous, sometimes impassioned and in 
its references to some recent discus- 
sions outside the senate of Philip- 
pine matters, somewhat sensational. 


Mr Carmack said -that ibis bill, 


like the Philippine tariff till, simply j 
presented one aspect of imperahsm. 
It was not a question only of fram- 
ing just laws, for the Filipinos, but 
a. question of right to 
make any j 


laws -whatever for that people. "The j 
claim of the republicans," said he, 
"Is that they had "burned 
enough j 


towns, -wasted enough country 
and j 


killed enough people to make good j 
their Tight. The land is ours be- 
cause we have strewn it with the 
ashes of its homes and drenched it 
with the blood of its people." 


Opponents of this policy denied 


that we had derived any just powers 
o* government from the subjugation. 
Oi the governed, and that -was the 
real issue of this debate. In a form- 
er debate, he said, Mr. Spooner liad 
Charged that the minority liad pros- 
tituted the question to partisan pur- 
poses and that Mr. Bryan had seized 
upon, it to force an issue with the ad- 
ministration. 
Unfortunately 
for 


this argument the fact was tfcat Mr. 
Bryan liad declared Ms position upon 
this question long before anybody 
. knew -what the policy of the admin- 
istration would be. 


WERE IN ACCOETJ. 


At that time the public utterances 


of McKinley and Bryan were in ex- 
act accord, 'and if the administration 
had not reversed its policy there 
would have been no difference 
be- 


tween them. The democrats in the 
senate, lie insisted, tad tried to re- 
move the question from party poli- 
tics. It was now claimed that 'the 
civil authority of the TJnited States 
was supreme throughout the Phil- 
ippines and it was treason for a 
democrat to express an opinion. He 
cited the public utterances of Presi- 
dent McKinley and Mr. Roosevelt 
and the speeches of republican sena- 
tors and quoted from the republican 
campaign book to show that a gen- 
eral policy of colonialism and con- 
quest was advocated <as republican 
doctrine. 


"The idea that you can transform 


the character of a race by teaching 
them to read," said he, "is the wild- 
est, craziest, the most 
fantastic 


dream that ever flitted through a 
lunatic's brain." He quoted utter- 
ances from Mr. Roosevelt charging 
that "treasonable" utterances 
had 


incited tho Filipinos to insurrection 
and said that we must not judge the 
president in his moments of oratori- 
cal ferocity or when the frenzy of 
battle was in his blood. 


SIMPLY STRENUOUS. 


The president was not vindictive, 


but simply "strenuous" and re- 
sembled in Ibis habits of speech a cer- 
tain Tennesseean's horse, of which it 
•was said that running away was his 
natural gait. Mr. Hoosevelt had hab- 
itually spoken' of the .Filipinos as 
"savages" and "barbarians" and 
"apaches," and these denunciations 
ihad 
been 
scattered 
broadcast 


throughout the islands to inflame- 
the people against the United States. 
The effect of the president's lan- 
guage ihad been to harden and inten- 
sify Filipino opposition to American 
rule. 


Some of our military heroes had 


been, guilty of a like offense. 
He 


referred to a recent speech of General 
Funston, whom he described as the 
"Jayhawker 
brigadier 
from 
the 


wind-swept plains, the mightiest 
Sampson that ever -wielded the jaw- 
bone of an ass as a weapon of war." 


Mr. Carmack said death 
had 


Sheeted Funston of some illustrious 
victims like ex-Senator 
Sherman 


and ex-President Harrison, but there 
•were still enough to keep him busy. 
Papers had quoted Punston as say- 
ing that the president entirely ap- 
proved his gallows speech and want- 
ed him to accept an- invitation from 
the junior senator from Massachu- 
setts to go to 'Boston and talk to the 
people there About hanging tho sen- 
ior senator from 'Massachusetts, but 
the plain truth was that Fun at on 


could not hang _anybody. Funston 
should go hack to the Philippines— 
to land where there was plenty of 
hemp and no constitution. 


SEVERE WITH FTTNSTON. 


"If men are to be hanged without 


regard to law for speaking words 
calculated 
to incite insurrection," 


said he, "the first neck to feel the 
strangling clutch of the soaped rope 
should be the heroic gullet of Puns- 
ton." Ever since he had been in the 
Philippines he had 
been 
pouring 


forth tirades of indiscriminate in- 
sult against the whole people and 
had outrageously insulted the very 
men upon whom the commission was 
relying for aid in pacifying the 
country. He also had it on the very 
highest authority that a speech made 
by the senator from Indiana (Mr. 
Beveridge) had 
been 
circulated 


broadcast throughout the 
country 


•with an exceedingly pernicious effect 
upon the natives. 


The dominant idea of the bill now 


before the senate, said he, -was to ex- 
ploit the Philippines. It -was pro- 
posed to make a wholesale grant of 
franchises and concessions 
and to 


dispose of the people's lands to for- 
eign syndicates and corporations 
•without giving the 
people them- 


selves any voice in the 
business. 


The whale bill wns a pitiful evasion 
of a plain dn<ty. We had a right to 
demand and the Filipinos have a 
right to demand that the administra- 
tion shall at least define its policy in 
the Philippines. 


"Upon what fact or experience," 


he asked, "did they bass their belief 
in the purity of carpetbag govern- 
ment?" He spoke of the "horrors of 
•carpetbag government in the south," 
and said that "the republicans gave 
no heed to the cry of an oppressed 
and plundered people, though they 
were their own people, of their own 
blood." He declared that from the 
very first outbreak there had beeu a 
conspiracy to suppress the truth and 
to -whitewash every outrage in the 
Philippines. 


In conclusion he said that he had 


not been influenced in this matter by 
any low desire for party advantage. 
He only wished to see the country' re- 
called from the bloody doctrines of 
bloody men and return to the peace- 
ful paths by which she had ascended 
in safety and security to glory and 
power.

During the invasion of her 
iiome and the assault upon her hus- 
band she lost her mind again from 
the excitement, and in a crazed con- 
dition dashed down the road. She 
ran to n farmhouse, pushed her way 
through the door and told of the out- 
rage incoherently. The neighbor ac- 
companied 
by Mrs. Stretchberry, 


searched for hours for her husband 
before finding him. He took him 
home and summoned a physician. 


WIFE A HAVING MANIAC. 


Mrs. Stretchberry is now a raving 


maniac, 
constantly 
calling 
upon 


those around her to protect her and 
tier husband from the mob. 


Stretchberry is positive that " 'he 


shot one of the mob, and says that 
he recognized several of them. He 
is in a critical condition, but was 
able to say: "When the mob entered 
I had my shotgun ready, and as they 
came upon me I fired to kill. "When 
I shot, one man threw up his -hands 
and fell, and his comrades seized 
him and carried him away, and the 
rest attacked me. I know who the 
white caps a re, and I will reveal their 
names soon." 


Unlike other outrages that have 


occurred in Brown county, no reason 
•whatever is given for the attacks 
upon the two men this week. Both 
are said to be quiet, law-abiding •cit- 
izens and neither 
has 
ever been 


charged with any crime.

North Wells street at the residence 
of J. J- Mathias and the bumps and 
things were contriouted by Mr.

thenic display, the movements of 
•which Mr. Dellinger was unable to 
follow. .Mr. Mathias left 
home 


about 2 o'clock ostensibly to go down 
town for several hours,^but lie did 
not get far away. 
Pretty soon he 


was informed by a faithful watcher j 
that Mr. Dellinger was a caller at his 
house. He immediately went Home, 
kicked in the doors, which were lock- 
ed and found Mrs. Mathias and Mr. 
Dellinger compromisingly located in 
the bedroom. After a brief session 
Delliuger was -thrown out the front j 
door and for a short time lay in 'the 
yard in an unconscious condition. 
•Neighbors telephoned the police sta- 
tion and the wagon shortly after 
took the man to the city prison. He 
washed up, felt of Himself to 
see 


•whether -he was all there aud then 
sent for a friend who put up $25 for 
his appearance next morning. That j 
morning he pleaded guilty to the 
charge of trespass as preferred by

Foot by foot the citizens' team creep 
up upon the (lank of the bays, with the 
pintos in turn hugging thorn closely, till 
it seems as if the three, if none slack- 
ens, must strike the bridge •together, 
and Una will mean destruction to one 
at least. This Ganger Sandy perceives, 
but he dare not check his leaders. Sud- 
denly within a few yards ot the bridge 
Baptisto throws himself upon the lines, 
wrenches them out of Sandy's hands 
and, with a quick swing, faces the pin- 
tos down the steep side of the ravine, 
which is almost sheer ice with n thtn 
coat of suow.

Iliipiiste'a 
cries ring out high and shrill as over, 
encouraging his team, and never tea so 
till, with a plunge and a scramble, they 
clear the brush heap lying at 
tho. 


mouth of tho ravine and are out on the 
ice. on the river, with Baptisto standing 
on the front bob, the box. trailing be- 
hind nnd Sandy nowhere to be seen. 
Three hundred yards oC tho course re- 
main. 
The bays, perfectly handled, 


have gained at the bridge aud in the 
descent to the ice and are loading the 
citizens' team by half a dozen lengths.

The drink-act is a violation of rela- 


tive rights, and this is known fo the 
drinker, who secretly hopes that, be- 
cause he is drunk, Ins violation of law 
will be condoned. And this is known 
to the liqnor-seller, who, viciously, for 
tbe sake of money, gives to a fellow- 
man that which lie knows will tend to 
degrade him below the level of 
re- 


sponsibility, and to impair the latent 
powers of self-control. 


For this reason, it is logical in the 


highest degree to denounce tbc liquor- 
eeller as an abettor of anarchy, be- 
cause his trade develops'all elements 
of lawlessness. His patrons obtain the 
poison which creates anarchic condi- 
tions, dividing with him the responsi- 
bility of the crime. 
The United 


States government, disavowing the 
principle of licensure, levies a 
tax 


upon the traffic, and great political or- 
ganizations pronounce in favor of tax 
or license, lest they interfere with 
"personal liberty," forgetting that all 
Conditions of personal liberty are vio- 
lated when an intoxicant is introduced 
into the physico-psyhic organism.—

lieved that the presence of Governor 
Taft ill Washington is the explana- 
tion of the president's direction that 
General Chaffee shall confer with the 
acting head of the Philippine com- 
mission before adopting- hostile tac- 
tics. 
.THE CABLE CORRESPONDENCE. 


The correspondence begins with the 


cablegram given but last week, dated 
Manila, April 15, in which General 
Chaffee recites the 
killing of the 


first American, soldier, near Mala- 
bang and the forming of an expedi- 
tion under Baldwin to arrest the 
murderers. 


In answer to this the following dis- 


patch, was sent:

"Washington, D. C-, April 20, 


1902.—-'Chaffee, Manila: Expedition 
ordered under Baldwin will not leave 
coast until you hear from here. TBis 
will not, however, / interfere with 
complete .preparation.

gram was sent General Chaffee: 


"Chaffee, Manila: The president is 


anxious that no expedition he made 
Against Moros until all efforts by 
negotiation have been exhausted.

In the event the force has to be 
sent, he directs that it go under the

Davis. The president will give you 
all support, but desires exercise of 
great care and prudence.

EVIDENCE EOE, ACTION. 


"From their reports I am satisfied
